Reading’s Beckwith in forefront to stop moratorium 


Move in Congress threatens state sales tax revenues

BOSTON - Reading's Geof- 
Irey Beckwith, the Executive 
Director of the powerful Mass- 
achusetts Municipal Associa- 
tion (MMA), has come down 
heavy on a recent proposal in 
Congress of not taxing goods 
sold on the Internet 

The reason, says Beckwith, 
is that it puts local retailers in 
a precarious, non-competitive 
position 

Congress may be on the 
verge of taking action that 
would permanently cripple the 
ability of state and local 


governments to levy and col 
lect sales taxes,” he added, in a 
formal report to mayor's, 
selectmen and other city and 
town officials across the Com- 
monwealth. 

“This is an important issue 
since our sales tax raises near-

Voting when you 
can’t get to the polls 


TEWKSBURY - Tewksbury

_ Vassallo scores Fame

Sometimes it takes years to be 
recognized for something accom- 
plished in one's youth. But when 
that day does finally arrive, the 
wait was usually worth it. 

This Saturday night, Wilming- 
ton native John Vassallo, 42, will 
have the honor of being inducted 
into Westfield State's Hall of Fame. 
Vassallo, who attended Westtieid 
from 1977-80, was an outstanding 
soccer player who in four years led 
his team to a 47-17-1 record, includ- 
ing two conference championships, 
two ECAC championships and one 
NCAA bid. 

"Westfield provided me with 
the perfect opportunity to play soc- 
cer for a major Division three pro- 
gram," said Vassallo. "I was fortu- 
nate that the coach liked the way I 
played, and halfway through my 
freshman year I started. After 
that, I played all the time." 

But Vassallo did more than just 
play. In fact, he is seventh all-time 
in scoring with 46 goals and 28 
assists. In 1979, he led the Owls 
with 19 goals and 11 assists. He 
received All-American Honorable 
Mention in 1979, and was an All- 
New England first team selection 
in 79' and All-Conference in 78' and 
79." 

"When I was a senior, I was 
second in scoring in New England 
behind a guy named Joe Moroni, 
who played for Division one Con- 
necticut," said Vassallo." "It was 
pretty cool because I was certainly 
up there with some good company." 

Vassallo grew up in Amherst 
and attended Hampshire High 
School. It was there he was a three- 


sport athlete in soccer, baseball 
and basketball. But Vassallo is 
quick to point out that if it were not 
for one man, he never would have 
even ended up playing the sport 
that he excelled in. 

"A man named Peter Gooding, 
who is the Amherst College athletic 
director and the head soccer coach 
turned me onto the sport," Vassallo 
said. "He told me that I should 
play, and that by playing it would 
keep me out of trouble.” 

Vassallo has indeed managed 
to keep out of trouble, as he is very 
active in the Wilmington commu- 
nity. Besides being employed by 
JV Associates Insurance, he has 
also coached Wilmington youth soc- 
cer fog nine years and little league 
since 1993, and is the secretary of 
the Wilmington Rotary Club. He 
also has three sons, his oldest being 
Danny, 14, who runs for the WHS 
Boys' Track Team. 

"With the Insurance company, 
it has really given me a chance to 
work with and help people one-on- 
one," he said. "My father died 
when I was young, and my mother, 

who was a nurse, was always help- 
ing our family and others. I enjoy 
it, it really helps with social skills 
and it's great to be able to help 
people when they need it." 

“As far as the coaching goes, I 
look at it realistically. There prob-

The two kept in touch, when 
ever possible, over the years 

Galvin eventually ended up at 

West Point graduating as a sec- 
ond lieutenant. After graduation 
he serve two years in Vietnam 
is a staff officer and as a com- 
mander of the First Battalion 
Eighth Cavalry. While in 
Vietnam he also served with the 
82nd Airborne as a senior 
parachutist

10 great reasons to exercise 


Want to drop a dress size, get 
rid of PMS, sleep better and live 
longer? We can’t say it enough: 
putting one foot in front of the 
other does your mind, body and 
spirit a world of good 

Here are 10 motivating tips to 
get you going. 

Could tens of millions of per- 
sons be wrong? Walking and 
running are exercises to love. 
Each year, 49 million Americans 
hit the treadmills and roads for 
a fitness walk while 10 million 
run. Sure, both activities are 
convenient ways to burn calories 
and banish stress. But recent 
research shows that there are 
other motivations to get moving. 


10 GREAT REASONS TO RUN 

1. You'll drop a dress size 
without dieting. You may think a 
tough run will only intensify 
your appetite. but more than 100 
studies indicate that if you burn, 
say, 300 calories by running for 
30 minutes your body won't 
compensate for the deficit by 
causing you to eat more, says 
Angelo Tremblay, Ph.D., profes- 
sor of physiology and nutrition 
at Laval University in Quebec. 
It'll simply settle for your usual 
portion size, and you'll lose 
weight 

2. You'll have a healthy heart. 
Heart disease kills a whopping 
10 times more American women 
than breast cancer does. And 
according to the National 
Runner's Health Study of more 
than 8,000 joggers regular run- 
ning lowers blood pressure, rest- 
ing heart rate and weight. It 
also raises levels of HDL (the 
“Good” cholesterol) which is 
great news for women, whose 
HDL levels predict heart disease 
more accurately than do their 
total cholesterol of LDL (“bad” 
cholesterol) levels 

3. You'll take stress in stride. 
When you're confrented with a 
stressful situation, your body 
prepares to fight or take flight, 
in part by secreting cate- 
cholamines, chemicals that 


raise your heart rate and blood 
pressure and pump blood to the 
large muscles in your legs and 
arms. Your fight or flight 
response then “burns off” those 
chemicals. 

But you often can't fight or 
flee, says Robert Gatchel, Ph.D., 
professor of psychiatry at the 
University of Texas Southwest- 
ern Medical Center at Dallas. 

“Problem is, your body still 
releases catecholamines that it 
doesn’t use up. And your heart

rate and blood pressure, as well 
as your stress level, remain ele- 
vated.” The best way to get rid 
of the chemicals? Run. 

4. You'll feel like an athlete. 
Running welcomes the uncoordi- 
nated. With a little practice, 
anyone can complete a five-kilo- 
meter (3.1 mile) walk/run. Call 
your YMCA, local running club 
or newspaper to get a schedule 
of upcoming 5K walk/runs in 
your area. Then aim to compete 
in the next one - it'll give you 
the challenge and the charge of 
an athlete. 

5. You’ll ace your next IQ 
test. So much for the dumb-jock 
stereotype. According to a slew 
of recent studies, regular aero- 
bic exercise can improve your 
memory and enhance your 
imagination. It can make you 
smarter or at least a more cre- 
ative thinker. In fact, high 
marks for creativity go to 
British researchers who tested 
for post-workout gains in imagi- 
native power in a study that 
found sweaty subjects came up 
with more unconventional ways 
to use a tin can or a cardboard 
box than their sedentary coun- 
terparts. 

6. You'll save big bucks. 
According to the most recent 
International Health, Racquet 
and Sportsclub Association poll, 
the average American gym 
membership for a single adult 
costs $831 a year. All a runner 
really needs is a safe and conve- 
nient neighborhood route and a 
sturdy pair of sneaks. Even the 
most ridiculously expensive pair 
of running shoes (like the New 
Balance 1700, which tops the 
market at $175) seem cheap in 
comparison. 

7. You can run no matter 
what your body type. You may 
not ever have the muscular 
makeup to do marathons, but as 
long as you start slowly to pre- 
vent injuries, anyone can run - 
short, tall, big, small. “Size has 
less to do with running than 
being a beginner,” says Mindy 
Solkin, head running coach at 
Reebok, Sports Club/NY. “You 
don’t want to do too much too 
soon.” Solkin's advice: Up your 
mileage gradually, stretch, 
hydrate and rest. 

8. You'll sidestep serious dis- 
ease. A Harvard University 
study found that women who 
run regularly produce a less 
potent form of estrogen than 
women who don’t . As a result, 
women runners, have half the 
risk of developing breast cancer 
that sedentary women do. 
Researchers at the Harvard 
School of Public Health found 
that a 30 minute jog a day cut 
the risk of colon cancer in half. 
Physicians at Case Western 
Reserve University and 
University Hospitals of 
Cleveland report that a history 
of regular exercise seems to 
reduce the risk of developing 
Alzheimer’s. 

9. You'll always be able to 
squeeze in an effective workout. 
Say you have 25 minutes to exer- 
cise. Slip on your running shoes

AHS is urging all Americans 
call the AHS toll free informa- 
tion hotline: 1-800-655--IRON 
(4766) to obtain information on 
ordering a simple and painless 
genetic test kit that will show if 
they have the hemochromatosis 
gene mutation(s) which affect 
most people with iron overload 
disease, a life-threatening condi- 
tion which can have no symp- 
toms or cause a wide variety of 
symptoms including arthritis, 
chronic fatigue, fibromyalgia, 
hair loss, abdominal pain, impo- 
tence/ infertility, heart disease, 
stroke, diabetes mellitus, cirrho- 
and primary liver cancer. 

This organ damage and pre- 
mature death in men, women, 
and children, can be treated, 
and even prevented, with early 
intervention through genetic 
iscreening, as well as tranferrin 
turation percentage (TS) and 
serum ferritin blood tests for 
Yhigh iron in the body. These 
tests are not yet routinely pre- 
{formed by primary care physi-

tion, which is the most common 
life-threatening genetic disease 
in the USA according to the US 
Centers for Disease Control and 
prevention (CDC) in Atlanta, 
Georgia, can not only prevent 
organ damage and death, but 
also save the health care system 
millions of otherwise wasted 
medical dollars. 

Researchers estimate that 
nearly 2 million Americans have 
undiagnosed HH, which is a 
serious public health problem, 
and are being treated for the 
symptoms of HH, rather than 
the underlying cause - toxic lev- 
els of iron in the body's vital 
organs.

Roberts plays Brockovich, 
who takes a job as a secretary 
in a law firm run by Albert 
Finney’s character. While filing 
paperwork in a pro bono real 
estate case she finds medical 
records for families that live 
near a power plant, noticing 
that many of them have 
leukemia and other serious 
health problems. 
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She investigates further, and 
finds that the power plant they 
live near is likely responsible for 
the problems, and even worse, 
the company knows about the 
health problems. A lawsuit 
ensues, and the plot becomes a 
modern version of David and 
Goliath 

This plays like ‘A Civil Action’ 
on the West Coast, but Roberts 
does a much better job in con 
veying the human side of her 
character than John Travolta 
did in ‘Action’. Finney turns in a 
strong performance as well, as 
do all the supporting actors

Make sure the home inspector is 
certified or adheres to the stan- 
dards of practice and code of 
ethics of organizations such as 
the American Society of Home 
Inspectors (ASH) or the 
National Association of Home 
Inspectors (NAHI). Such associ- 
ations recommend a qualified 
home inspector conduct a home 
inspection before a real estate 
transaction is finalized. 


3. What will the home inspector 
be looking for? 

Home inspectors should be able 
to give the homebuyer a list of 
items they will be examining. 
The home inspector should be 
extremely detailed and meticu- 
lous. AmeriSpec home inspec- 
tors examine over 400 items in 
the home. It may also be a good 
idea to ask for a sample report 
before hiring the home inspector 
in order to see the house 
through the inspector's eyes. 


4. Does the home inspector pro- 
vide a copy of the final report 
and when will it be available to 
the client?
